(AP)—Scattered light snow fell 
on Washington today as the na- 


_tion’s capital slowly recovered 


from its second big winter 


storm in two months. 


Widespread power failures, 
caused by power lines snapping

snow or fallen tree branches, 
cut off electricity to approxi- 
mately 300,000 persons in the 
District of Columbia and in 
suburban “Maryland and Vir- 
ginia yesterday.

Power company officials said 
even with emergency crews 
working around the clock, serv- 
ice was not expected to be re- 
stored in some areas until to- 
morrow.

The Senate yesterday passed 
for the second time this month 
a bill increasing the lending 
authority of the export-import 
bank by two billion dollars to 
a total of seven billion 

The measure, which now 
goes to the House, was passed 
March 3. Senator Jenner pro- 
tested that it had been ap- 
proved without adequate notice 
and moved to reconsider. At

out dissent to reconsider. Then, 
after a brief speech in opposi- 
tion by Jenner, it again passed 
the bill on a standing vote.

An increase 
of 3,4 per cent was reported in 
fruits and vegetables: 9 per 
cent in meats, poultry and fish 
and .1 per cent in cereals. The 
February food price index in 
St. Louis is 3.3 per cent above 
that for the corresponding 
month a year ago.)

While the cost of living con- 
tinued to go up nation-wide, 
the weekly spendable (after 


taxes) earnings of factory work- 
ers showed a slight decrease, 
meaning a drop in purchasing 
power. 

A worker with three depend- 
ents had average take-home 
pay of $73.71 a week in Febru- 
ary, compared with $73.88 in 
January. The figure for a 
worker with no dependents was 
$66.33 a week in February and 
$66.50 the month before. In

JAKARTA, March 21 (AP)— 


The army commander who rer

North Sumatran port of Medan 


for 27 hours before it was re- 
captured is now trapped, the 


Indonesian army claimed today. 

The army spokesman, Lt. 
Col. Rudy Pirngadi, said Maj. 
Boyke Nainn Golan and about 
300 soldiers are “completely 
isolated” near Lake Toba, a 


‘resort 50 miles southwest of 
|Medan. He said the troops are 


pinned along the east side of 


the lake without boats. 


Golan’s battalion in Medan 
rebelled against the Jakarta 
government last Sunday but 
‘Jakarta troops retook the im- 
portant commercial center the 


next day. Since then Jakarta 


says ground forces and fighter- 
bombers have been pursuing | 
Golan and another group of in- 
surgents who were reported 
fleeing north. 

“Hundreds of rebel troops,” 
have surrendered, Pirngadi | 
claimed. 


The two pursuits were the 
only military activity, aside 
from scattered guerrilla fight- 
ing, reported on Sumatra. 
Pakanbaru, the Central Suma- 
tran oil center recaptured by 


Jakarta forces March 12, was 


reported quiet. - 


The chief of army intelli- 
gence, Col. Sukendro, claimed 
that more than 100 rebels have 
been killed in the five-week- 
old civil war while casualties 
of the Jakarta government so 
far are only two killed.

St. Louis county judges and 
officials were deadlocked today 
over reappointment of J. E. 
Williams Jr., chairman of the 


board of trustees of the Metro- | 
politan St. Louis Sewer Dis-. 


trict. St. Louis county Super- 
visor Luman F. Matthews an- 
nounced he would not name 


a replacement for Williams, “at | 


least for the present.”

to approve the reappointment 
was denounced as “unwar- 
ranted” by Williams. who 
Started a vigorous effort to win 
confirmation. 

Williams’s appointment by 
Matthews to a second consec- 
utive four-year term on the 
board was blocked Wednesday 
by the circuit judges, whose 
approval is necessary under 
the sewer district charter. The 
Post-Dispatch was told a tie 
vote resulted when the three 
Democratic judges _ voted 
against Williams, who is a Re- 
publican. He was supported by 
the three Republ;can judges. 
Wants Judges to Reconsider. 

Matthews said he would not 
submit a replacement for Wil- 
liams, pending an attempt to 
have the judges _ reconsider 
their action. He added: 

“I think they should approve 
the appointment of Mr. Wil- 
‘liams because he is well quali- 
fied for the position. I have 
been advised by the county 
counselor’s office that the 
nomination still is before the 
judges even thought it was not 
approved Wednesday. If it is 
necessary to resubmit the ap- 
pointment to have it recon- 
sidered, I will be happy to do 
that.” 


Presiding Judge Noah Wein- 


stein, Democrat, when _ in- 
formed of Matthews’s 
ment, said: “I suggest Mr. 
Matthews submit a new ap- 
pointment. If Mr. Williams is 
the only qualified man in St. 
Louis county to serve on the 
sewer board, we are in bad 
shape, and I don't believe 
that.” 

The judges’ failure to ap- 
prove Williams’s  reappoint- 
ment was “a final action as far 
as I am concerned,” Judge 
Weinstein said. 

‘Entitled to Change.’ 

He repeated the belief he 
expressed yesterday that re- 
cent criticism of sewer district 
activities showed the public 
wanted a change in trustees. 
The public is entitled to a 
change, he said, declaring: 

“The sewer district is a pub- 
lic institution not ‘Rip’ Mat- 
thews’s private institution.” 

Weinstein denied that the 
failure to confirm Williams was 
a political maneuver intended 


to embarrass Matthews and 
other Republicans. He pointed 
out that any successor who 


might be named in Williams’s 
place would be a Republican 
and as a result there would be 
no political advantage for the 
Democrats. 

Both Matthews and Williams 
said they hope to meet with the 
circuit judges in an effort to 
resolve the deadlock. 

Williams. who is head of the 
J. E. Williams Construction Co., 
6490 Page boulevard, Wellston, 
said he conferred yesterday 
with Judge Michael J. Carroll, 
one of the three Democratic 
judges in the county. 

“At his suggestion I plan 
to see Judge Weinstein and 
ask him to call a meeting of 
the court en banc, at which I! 
can appear,” he said. “I would 
4ike to know their reasons for 
rejecting my nomination. |! 
also° want an opportunity to 
arsWer any questions they 
may have and to explain the 
operations of the sewer dis- 
trict to them.” 

Sees Reputation Affected. 


Williams termed the Action 
of the judges a reflection on 
his reputation as a citizen and 
a contractor, adding: 

“IT want to be reappointed as 
a vote of confidence. I think 
every trustee on the sewer 
board is entitled to a vote of 
confidence and a lot of praise. 

“There is no reason for 
changing the personne! of the 
board?’ he continued. “I don't 


agree with judge Weinstein’s | 


view that the public wants a 
change in trustees. The present 
board is handling the problems 
of the sewer district as well as 
is possible.” 

Pointing out that he has 
served as a trustee since the 
first sewer board was appeint- 
ed in 1954, Williams stated he 
has attended all regular and 
special meetings of the board 
in that time and that many of 
its public hearings as well.

Certain Long Distance 


Calls Within Missouri 
Affected by Propos- 
als Before PSC. 


Rate increases for three 
types of long-distance tele- 
phone calls between Missouri 
cities are being sought by 
Southwestern Bell Telephone 
Co., it was announced today. 

The increase, which would 
yield an estimated $500,000 in 
additional revenue unless busi- 
ness conditions worsen, would 
go into effect in 30 days. How- 
ever, the new tariffs may be 
suspended by the Missouri 
Public Service Commission if 
the commission wishes to con- 
duct hearings on them. 

The proposed increases, filed 
with the commission today, 
would apply to these types of 
long-distance calls within Mis- 
souri: person-to-person calls of 
than 28 miles; reverse- 
charge, station-to-station calls 
than 14 miles, and 
reverse-charge “Enter- 
long-distance service 
used by some business firms. 

These types of calls require 
more handling than the more 
widely used _station-to-station 
long-distance calls, the com- 
pany explained in justification 
of the proposed higher rates. 

No changes are proposed in 
the monthly rates for basic 
telephone services, regular sta- 
tion-to-station long - distance 
calls or’ in calls going beyond 
State boundaries 

Proposed increase in the 
basic rate for person to person 
calls of more than 28 miles 
would be five to 15 cents, de- 
pending on distance. The ad- 
ditional charge for collect sta- 
tion-to-station calls of more

The Moroccan to whom the 
arms were consigned insisted 
they were headed for Yemen, 
the medieval kingdom across 
Africa on the Red Sea 

A statement from the Ye- 
meni legation here said the 
Slovenija was unable to sail 
directly to Yemen from its 
Yugoslav port because of tech- 
nical reasons and had to de- 
tour via Casablanca. The tech- 
nical reasons were not ex- 
plained.

Two Officials Criticized. 


In a sharply worded explana- 
tion of its lease-purchase ac- 
tion, the committee criticized 
Franklin G. Floete, General 
Services. Administrator, and 
Maurice H. Stans, who recent- 
ly became director of the 
Budget Bureau. 

It said it had asked Floete 
not to bind the government on 
any more lease-purchase con- 
tracts until further notice. The 
committee added, however, 
that he had “ignored the re- 
quest and within the last two 
weeks has signed two lease- 
purchase contracts and advises 
the committee that he intends 
to sign 26 others.” 

Asked for comment on the 
committee's statements, Floete 
said: “We are acting under an 
existing law. If Congress sees 
fit to change the law we will 
act accordingly.”

Lecturer Says 


FHA Loan 


Not Necessarily ‘Better’ 


Than Conventional Type 


If you have an extensive per- 
sonal debt, such as a $100 
monthly car payment, it would 
have the effect of reducing 
that percentage of your income 
available for meeting your 
house payments, was the coun- 
sel given to prospective home 
owners Dr. A. C. Meyers Jr., 
associate professor of eco- 
nomics at St. Louis University, 
said recently in one of his 


series of weekly talks over 
KETC Channel 9, entitled 
“What About Home Owner- 
ship?” 


“If you have recently been 
turned down for a home loan, 
don’t re-apply to another lender 
until your situation has been 
adjusted to meet the require- 
ments,” he advised. (Some fi- 
nancial institutions have a pol- 
icy of not making real estate 
loans or of making loans on 
income property only, so find 
out the reason for the turn- 
down first, and if not your 
fault, re-apply elsewhere.) 

The discussion was concen- 
trated on the conventional type 
of financing. Dr. Meyers stated 
that the FHA type of loan was 
not necessarily “better” than 
the conventional] type. 

“Because FHA loans are gen- 
erally in force for a longer 
period of time, the total 
amount paid for interest can 
be more than the amount paid 
on a shorter term convention- 
al loan,” he said. “Then, too, 
because the down payment is 
apt to be larger, and the length 
of the mortgage shorter, one 
can sometimes obtain a lower 
interest rate by making a con- 
ventional loan.” 

He stated that in a recent 
year, the FHA insured only 
202,000 of perhaps as many as 
3,500,000 home loans. The 
source of financing was as fol- 
lows:

In a question period, Dr. 
Meyers debunked the old su- 
perstition that “it is a good 
idea to keep a small mortgage 
on property because that makes 
it immune to legal proceedings 
—no one can take it away from 
you.” 

“While the presence of a 
mortgage makes it a bit more 
difficult to take your house 
from you, it most certainly 
does not preclude that possi- 
bility, should you be unable to 
cope with liabilities which you 
have incurred,” he said. 

In answer to a question 
about rising taxes, Dr. Meyers 
stated that the taxes must be 
paid by the occupant, whether 
he owns or rents. He said that 
taxes on rental properties are 
generally passed on to the oc- 
cupant in the form of higher 
rentals.

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Income Tax 


Overhauling 
Demanded 


NEW YORK, March 21— 
“The time has come for a bold 
overhauling of our federal in- 
come tax structure” to achieve 
equity and confine taxing to 
its proper function, H. Walter 
Graves, Philadelphia, president 
of the National Association of 
Real Estate Boards, declared 
here this noon. 


Graves addressed the 18th 
annual conference of the New 
York State Society of Real 
Estate Appraisers at a lunch- 
eon meeting in the Sheraton- 
Astor Hotel. 


Asserting that in their busi- 
ness transactions realtors are 
“seriously affected by unreal- 
istic and inequitable federal 
income tax policies” that deter 
real estate investment, the 
NAREB president called for a 
resumption of the tax reform 
program launched by Presi- 
dent Eisenhower and the Con- 
gress in 1954. 


He maintained that the re- 
sponse of business to the 1954 
tax reform program vindicated 
the effort and brought in- 
creased tax revenue based on 
an increased volume of tran- 
sactions at higher levels. For 
lack of “follow through,” how- 
ever, the drive lost its momen- 
tum, he said. 


Hinders Economy. 

“The statesmanship needed 
now in resuming that broad 
scale work of tax reform is to 
remove the obstructions that 
stand in the way of economic 
progress,” Graves maintained. 
“Worthy of the highest leader- 
ship in the land, basic and 
thorough tax reform ‘should 
now go forward without hesi- 
tation .. . forward-looking in 
the goal of a mightier national 
productive plant that is with- 
in our reach, and imbued with 
the confidence in the future 
health of our economy that is 
shared by the business com- 
munity.” 

Present federal. income tax 
policy, the president of the 
62,000-member Association of 
the nation’s realtors main- 
tained, is “the kind of hind- 
rance to the vigorous develop- 
ment of our national economy 
that comes about when federal 
taxation goes beyond its proper 
function — and only proper 
function—of producing essen- 
tial revenues, and undertakes 
to regulate the economy, the 
volume of business, or the 
spending habits of the public.” 


“In that way,” Graves told 
the group, “taxation becomes 
an unwarranted factor in busi- 
ness decisions, a factor that 
generates uneconomic deci-

Leadership for the move for 
equity and reform, Graves 4as- 
serted, “should come from the 
summit of our national govern- 
ment.” 

“Without it,” he 
“the public may be 
into accepting some hastily- 
conceived monetary palliative, 
rather than the thorough-going 
overhaul of the entire income 
tax system that is so clearly 
needed. Today's situation calls 
for systematic and progressive 
tax revision to reduce excessive

Calling that statemént ‘on 
its face untrue,” Fowler added: 

“This statement is false be- 
cause the time elapsed since | 
the Marshall islanders were 
exposed is less than four years, | 
whereas the long-term effects 
of radiation appear at an aver- | 
age delay time of at least twice | 
that long.” 

Teller replied that this was 
“the only point where I feel | 
that Dr. Fowler has advanced a 
valid and relevant piece of crit- 
icism.”’ 

“It is the generally accepted | 
opinion that the cancer-produc- | 
ing effects do not show them-. 
selves for a few years,” Teller 
went on.

Unemployment Confusion 


As national unemployment grows, unem- 
ployment compensation must grow with it. 
This fact has involved the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration in planning a still-undefined im- 
provement in the jobless insurance program. 

The need for improvement in the midst of 
an economic slump is not arguable. The num- 
ber of unemployed is 5,173,000 and seems to 
be rising in a season when it ‘should be fall- 
ing. Nearly three million workers are receiv- 
ing unemployment benefits. But these bene- 
fits replace only a third of the wages the 
workers lost, whereas the 1935 unemployment 
compensation law intended benefits covering 
at least half of wages lost. 

The worst of the situation is that many un- 
employed are drawing no benefits at all. 
Either they are not covered by the program, 
which exempts employers of fewer than four 
persons, or they have exhausted their bene- 
fits, which run usually to 26 weeks, or they 
were disqualified by inconsistent state laws. 

Missouri currently pays a maximum benefit 
of $33 weekly for 26 weeks, up to a total of

Five years ago President Eisenhower urged 
the states to extend both the payments and 
their duration. Not one state has met the 
standards requested. The states would argue 
that they do not have the money. They re- 
teive an incentive grant from the Federal 
Government, which usually covers administra- 
tive costs. But the insurance reserve from 
which benefits are paid is based entirely on 
employers’ payroll taxes. (These range up 
to 3 per cent of the first $3000 of a worker's 
earnings. Under the usual state formula, if 
the insurance reserve fund grows larger than 
necessary, the tax rate falls, and if the re- 
serves become inadequate, the tax rises.) 

Clearly most states will not legislate larger 
jobless insurance programs without more fed- 
eral aid. Recognizing that, Senator Kennedy 
of Massachusetts and 16 other Democrats last 
month introduced a hill to establish the 
standards sought by the President. 

The Kennedy bill would increase average 
benefits until they represent half the worker's 
lost wages, and would extend the benefit pe- 
riod to 36 weeks. The Government would 
make reinsurance grants to cover the cost. 

This week President Eisenhower told eight 
Governors that his advisers are working on 
anew program. The trouble is that the Gov- 
ernors left a White House meeting in com- 
plete confusion as to what the program, would 
be, and who would pay for it.

Gov. Knight of California understood that 
when a state exhausted its insurance reserves, 
the Government would grant it more money 
from the federal administrative fund. . But 
an Administration official said later that the 
Government would offer loans, not grants. He 
said the states could repay the loans as their 
reserve funds were rebuilt in better times, or 
even increase the employers’ tax. 

If the slump is to be of short duration, the 
states probably could repay the federal loans 
without a tax increase. A tax increase makes 
no sense in a recession, when taxes should, 
if anything, be reduced. If the slump should 
last longer than now anticipated, however, 
the Government would have to reconsider 
the whole idea of repayment by the states. 

Right now Congress is marking time, wait- 
ing for an Administration proposal, and hold- 
ing the Kennedy bill in case the Administra- 
tion delays. But at this moment of confusion, 
one thing is surely plain: Rising unemploy- 
ment and declining purchasing power cannot 
be permitted to continue without a better 
unemployment insurance program. 


New Tactic on the Gas Grab 


The fight against the bill in Congress to 
relax federal controls over producer prices 
for natural gas has really taken a new turn. 
It used to be that the opponents tried to de- 
feat the proposed legislation in committee 
rather than run the risk of having it pass 
narrowly on the floor. This time Mayor Dil- 
worth of Philadelphia, speaking for the May- 
ors of 86 gas-using cities, has asked Speaker 
Rayburn, a leading supporter of the gas in- 
dustry bill, to call it up for a House vote. 

And why are the Mayors who oppose the 
bill eager for a House vote? Because they 
say they had the bill defeated by 35 votes 
before the Texas oil magnates gave Republi- 
can Congressman Martin a. complimentary 
dinner for which they raised $100,000. Since 
then the Mayors say they have picked up 15 
more House votes and stand to win by at 
least 50. 

And do they just want to win a thumping 
victory over the bill? Not at all. Their pur- 
pose is deeper than that. They believe that 
such a defeat for the gas grab bill would 
“prod the Federal Power Commission into ef- 
fective regulation of the industry.” And 
hence the call on Speaker Rayburn to call up 
the bill. “Mr. Sam” has been in tight spots 
a good many times in his long service on Cap- 
itol Hill. It will be worth watching to see 
how he gets out of this one. 


An Election Nobody Won 


For more than a month now the Republic 
of Colombia has been the only nation in the 
world governed by five Presidents. This 
week it is counting ballots of a national elec- 
tion which neither of the two contesting par- 
ties could win. 

These strange events are preliminaries, Co- 
lombians hope, to a restoration of the democ- 
racy that was destroyed a decade ago. 

The hoped-for restoration began last May 
when Colombians ousted the dictator Gustavo 
Rojas Pinilla. A five-man military junta then 
ruled the nation in an effort to maintain 
peace, and last month each member of 
the junta was sworn in as a President. 

Meanwhile the Liberals, who had consti- 
tuted the majority party for many years, and 
the Conservatives, who threw out a Liberal 


government only to become enmeshed in dic- 


tatorship, had agreed on a plan to restore po- 
litical peace. The plan was to hold a March 
election in which each party would be guar- 
anteed an equal number of seats in C 
state legislatures and municipal csuncii.” 
In addition, the Liberals agreed to support 
a leading Conservative for President, on con- 
dition that the next President would be a 
Liberal. This system of sharing power would 
last for 12 years.

pected, but Conservatives did not agree 
on the expected presidential candidate. The 


slate of the moderate Dr. Guillermo Leon Va- 
lencia was overwhelmed on the Conservative 
side by the faction of ex-President Laureano 
Gomez, who was ousted in 1953 after a fascist- 
style dictatorship. 

The Liberals are unlikely to support Gomez 
for President, and he says he does not want 
the office. But his victory gives him a lead- 
ing role in the bargaining that will inevitably 
follow if the two parties are to agree on a 
President. Agreement is essential if Colombia 
is to return to her constitutional traditions, 


A First Step Is Essential 


The State Department's latest reply to Bul- 
ganin appears to be a holding operation. 
There are many evidences that our Govern- 
ment is preparing a new initiative on disar- 
mament and the summit conference—perhaps 
a plan for suspension of nuclear tests, per- 
haps a “Big Two” meeting, perhaps something 
else. The new note to Moscow, ducking dis- 
cussion of Bulganin’s outer space proposals, 
may be intended to keep the wires open 
until the American counter-proposals can be 
prepared. 

We hope those counter-proposals are im- 
pressive and foolproof, for Bulganin’s auda- 
cious theft of the outer-space issue cannot 
lightly be tossed off. 

Secretary Dulles is not quite accurate when 
he complains that Bulganin mixes two utterly 
different things by linking control of ballistic 
missiles and outer space with elimination of 
American bases overseas. It is a fact that 
American planes and intermediate missiles 
based on foreign soil present a strategic deter- 
rent to Soviet aggression, and the Kremlin 
can with some plausibility claim that its in- 
tercontinental ballistic missile presents a com- 
parable deterrent aimed at the United States. 
We cannot expect to demand elimination of 
Russia’s weapon but not our own. 

This does not mean that the United States 
can agree to abandon the bases on which 
our deterrent strategy so utterly depends. 
Far from it. Any missiles-for-bases deal would 
have to be virtually the last stage of a dis- 
armament-peace arrangement, rather than the 
first. But to counter the Soviet proposal, it 
is indispensable that the West offer genuine, 
workable and honest alternatives. If we un- 
derstandably hesitate to take the. last step 
first, we must be incontestably willing to take 
a meaningful first step first. 


$35.10 for What? 


Some rare intellectual wheels were set to 
spinning and whirling to justify the County 
Council’s opposition to the city’s desperate 
battle for an increase in the earnings tax. 
This activity of the Council produced the 
extra rare argument that a county resident 
pays about $35.10 in county taxes on a 
$13,000 home and that he also pays, if he 
happens to be a skilled mechanic working in 
the city, an earnings tax. of $37.50. This 
$37.50 charge, according to the Council, is 
“an unjust and unfair tax burden.” Well, if 
it is, then the $35.10 county tax is a howling 
outrage. 

Assuming that this county mechanic lives 
in one of the suburbs—University City, Clay- 
ton, Webster Groves, Kirkwood, it makes no 
difference which one—just what does he get 
for his $35.10? He’ pays for the county po- 
lice, but they serve unincorporated areas. 
The streets he uses are principally main- 
tained by his municipality, not the county, 
and he pays extra taxes for municipal serv- 
ice. He gets real service from his school 
district, but pays a school tax for it. For 
the $35.10 he hands the county, he gets very 
little except the collection of his taxes. 


There is not space enough here to list, on 
the other hand, all that the county mechanic 
gets for the $37.50 he pays the city: the 
streets he uses to earn his daily bread, police 
and fire protection for his place of employ- 
ment, the zoo, the museum, the skating rink 
and the parks to which he takes his children, 
emergency hospital treatment if he should 
need it, and above all the economic oppor- 
tunities of a metropolitan community. 


The County Council should know, and the 
county’s three State Senators—E. Gary David- 
son, Hartwell Crain and Charles A. Witte— 
must know how dependent the county is on 
St. Louis, economically, socially and cultural- 
ly. Do they believe that if St. Louis is forced 
into a worsening crisis, everything in the 
county will bloom more profusely than the 
green bay tree? 


No, We Don’t Speak the Language 


President Eisenhower is properly indig- 
nant because most of the foreign service offi- 
cers of the State Department are sadly lack- 
ing in ability to speak a foreign language. He 
is reported to be angry over this deficiency. 

There should be no doubt that President 
Eisenhower has long been aware of the value 
of linguistics. As the commander of the 
allied forces that invaded Nazi-held Europe 
in 1944, he must have learned time and again 
the difficulties of liaison when different 
tongues are involved. The surprising thing 
is that it took a luncheon with the advisory 
committee of the Foreign Service Institute 
for him-to become informed of the sad state 
of language training in the State Depart- 
ment’s vital foreign service corps. 

He learned that half this corps has no 
speaking knowledge of any foreign language, 
that 70 per cent of the new men coming into 
the corps are in the same condition, that only 
one of our ambassadors to a Communist 
country speaks the language of the country 
to which he is assigned, and many similar 
sad facts. Yet it was only two years ago that 
Deputy Under Secretary of State Loy Hender- 
son was advocating “heroic measures” to 
overcome this deficiency. And for years it 
has been reported in the press that the United 
States is unique among the other great pow- 
ers—and even smaller ones—because of this 
language lack. 

The President's attitude after the lunch- 
eon was reported to be: “Why didn’t some- 
body tell me about this?” The question 
might better be put another way: “Why 

- @idn’t I find out what so many others have 
known so long?” Until this nation has for- 
eign service officers who are well trained 


in languages it will not possess diplomacy | 


that can best oil international frictions.

A Physicist Answers Dr. Teller 


Columbia University Professor Lists Ways of Detecting Nuclear Weapons Tests 


Jay Orear in the 
Bulletin of the Atomic Scientists 


Since 1957 I have been a partici- 
pant in the. Columbia Inspection 
Project, a private, unclassified study 
(sponsored by the Columbia Univer- 
sity Institute of War and Peace 
Studies) of the technical problems 
involved in detecting possible viola- 
tions of a disarmament agreement. 


My specific project was to study 
the possibility of devising a minimal 
inspection scheme which could de- 
tect violations of a test-ban agree- 
ment. Since this

. port, political con-

I have attempted not to permit 
my personal political conclusions to 
influence the technical conclusions. 
However, I feel it is best to let the 
reader know that, for political and 
military reasons not presented here, 
I am in favor of a test-ban agree- 
ment. 


Information Not Classified 


The information presented here 
has been obtained from the litera- 
ture, private conversations, and sim- 
ple scientific reasoning. I am grate- 
ful to the physicists, seismologists, 
and meteorologists who have helped 
me. Since I have no access to classi- 
fied material, I am in the fortunate 
position of being free to say any- 
hing. ° 

Unless violations could be de- 
tected, an agreement banning nuclear 
weapons testing would be worthless, 
whether part of a general disarma- 
ment agreement, or a separate “first- 
stage” agreement. 

It is well known that many un- 
announced nuclear weapons tests 
have been detected at large dis- 
tances by various monitoring tech- 
niques. Under what conditions are 
these techniques sufficient to detect 
violations of a test-ban agreement? 


Because monitoring stations pre- 
sent almost no interference with in- 
ternal security, a test-ban has often 
been proposed as & possible “first 
step” to disarmament. Although it 
would not in itself be disarmament, 
many people feel it could be a test 
of good faith which could lead to 
further agreements. 


Way to Ban Tests 


In fact the establishment of United 
States monitoring stations through- 
out the entire Soviet Union would in 
itself be more progress toward dis- 
armament than has yet been made. 
Most other types of agreements 
would require a degree of inspection 
and free access which a nation like 
the U.S.S.R. would be reluctant to 
accept. 

An adequate inspection.system for 
a test ban would uire the estab- 
lishment of mon! stations at 


tection of: acoustic waves, seismic 
waves, electromagnetic radiation, ra- 
dioactivity. 

The general feeling is that except 
for deep underground explosions, 
very high altitude tests, and tests of 
sub-nominal yield, nuclear tests can 
be detected at very large distances 
by the acoustic wave technique. Thus 
low-yield tests of just a few kilotons 
T.N.T. equivalent would probably re- 
quire monitoring stations inside the 
Soviet Union. Low-yield tests could 
probably be detected at distances up 
to a few hundred miles. 

If we require that every point in 
the Soviet Union be within 300 miles 
of a monitoring station, about 22 
stations would be needed within the 
borders of the. Soviet Union. This 
is assuming there are additional sta- 
tions in the free nations bordering 
the U.S.S.R. A similar density of 
stations would be needed in other 
possible testing areas. 


Quakes and Bombs. 


As with the acoustic waves, the 
seismic wave cannot be detected at 
large distances for sub-nominal tests. 
However, such underground explo- 
sions can be detected at distances of 
300 miles and the signals can be dis- 
tinguished from natural earthquakes. 


Is it possible to evade detection by 
rigging up a bomb to go off “simul- 
taneously” with a natural earthquake 
of larger magnitude? As long as 
there are several monitoring stations 
within about 500 miles from the ex- 
plosion, seismologists are of the 
opinion that this method of decep- 
tion would not work. 


The main limitation to electro- 
magnetic radiation detection is the 
weakness of secondary scatterings. 
This technique is probably useful up 
to about 500 miles. 


Because of neutron-induced activ- 
ity, all except the deep underground 
tests will produce radioactivity which 
may be detected. For example, the 
Japanese have detected low-yield 
Nevada tests by collecting dust from 
air at sea level. 


Although sub-nominal tests of low 
fission yield and deep underground 
tests could possibly escape detection, 
a test-ban agreement which could be 
checked only by outside monitoring 
still would fulfill many of its pur- 
poses. To restrict tests to the point 
where they must be made undetect- 
able by outside observers certainly 


does impede~weapons development. 
In the view of M. Taketani, professor 
of physics in Tokyo and a leader in 
the Japariese test-ban movement, 
“Underground explosions are moral- 
ly preferable to explosions in the 
atmosphere, because the former has 
no fall-out. In the present situation, 
I would like to propose, pragmat- 
ically, the cessation of all the tests 
of A- and H-bombs whose explosions 
are detectable.” 


U.N. to Be Called In 


Even these tests which could es- 
cape outside detection could be de- 
tected if about 25 ground monitoring 
stations could be uniformly distrib- 
uted over the Soviet Union. Then 
any test would be within 300 miles 
of at least one station and usually 
be within 500 miles of four stations 
The 300 mile requirement proposed 
here may be too conservative. If so, 
perhaps only a few stations would 
be needed. A 500 mile requirement 
can be met with eight stations

Because a nuclear “bomb” can be 
made to have a yield as smal! as that 
of a firecracker, it is technically cor- 
rect, but highly misleading, for 4a 
public official to state that we cant 
be sure of detecting all tests. Cer- 
tain officials such as President Eisen- 
hower, Prime Minister Macmillan, 
and Dr. Edward Teller have made 
general statements which to the pub- 
lic appear in conflict with the find- 
ings of this paper. 

When asked to propose a method 
of testing which is undetectable, 
these officials hide behind the cloak 
of secrecy. Until a specific and val- 
id objection is made to the findings 
of this paper, one can assume these 
officials are relying on the techni- 
cality of ultra-low yield nuclear 
“tests.”

THIS IS THE WEEK when Iran's Shah, at the age of 
38, starts looking for his third Queen in his 16-year-reign. 

The divorce finalized last weekend from his tulip-faced 
wife Soraya has sent the 
slim, athletic Shah Mo- 
hammed Riza Pahlevi 
into the strangest mar- 
riage market in the Mid- 
die East. Its rules are: 

» The lady must be 
Moslem and, if possible, 
Persian. 

> She must give him a 
crown prince. 

p> She must not be a 
Kajar. 

This lastcondition, 
oddly enough, is the 
hardest to fulfill. Not 
marrying some Kajar or 
other is almost as hard 
for the Shah as not 
marrying a Mormon girl 
in Utah. 

Teheran is full of love- 
ly, nubile, educated and 
ambitious girls eager for 
the double crown of 
throne and motherhood. But they are nearly all Kajars. 
Kajars were Iran's ruling dynasty from 1747 until 1925 
when the present Shah's father overthrew them. Remove 
Kajars from Iran's social register and it would be as thin as 
a menu cover.

The Shah must turn his eyes away from all 
these beauties because the constitution forbids 
him marrying them, The Shah's father, a Cossack 
officer who usurped the throne and modernized 
Iran by dictatorship, always feared that the huge 
Kajar family network would end by strangling his 
new-born dynasty. 


The elder Shah foresaw. that the wily Kajars would 
approach, not through revolution but through the bedroom. 
To demonstrate his powers, he himself married an extra 
Kajar and begat the Shah's two younger brothers, 34-year- 
old Gholam Reza and 32-year-old Abdor Reza Pahlevi. But 
at the same time he excluded them from the throne. 


SORAYA’S LAST PATHETIC EFFORT to save mar- 
riage and throne was her proposal from Switzerland that 
these two half-brothers should be designated as heirs. This 
step would have relieved her of the psychic burden of 
sterility and ended the dynastic questions. 

But the Shah's fathers advisers, playing the stern 
role of Stanley Baldwin in Britain’s Windsor episode, 
ruled that Soraya must go, so that the Shah can have a 
non-Kajar son, 


Ironically enough, nobody around the Pahlevi 
dynasty seems to fear Kajar men, This is because 
most are playboys, unlike the earnest, go-getting 
Pahlevi progeny. Well-heeled and Western- 
educated, most princes of the fallen dynasty have 
specialized in dating American secretaries from 
the United States Embassy, liking their sprightly 
starched independence. A leading Kajar, who 
might have been in line for the throne if the 
Pahlevis toppled, even married an American girl 
and had two children before they were separated. 


What makes Kajar girls extra hard to avoid is that 
many of Teheran’s incandescent beauties are legally mem- 
bers. of this dangerous family, enough though their names 
are different. 


BESIDES THE KAJARS THEMSELVES, ;there are 
the Farouz family who are also former royalty. Equally 
necessary for the Shah to shun are the Farman+Farmyan 
family — their name means chief of chiefs — who were 
hereditary prime ministers and could pinch-hit as shahs. 

This last family is especially necessary for the Shah 
to avoid because, according to their family traditions, the 
Shah's common-born father ended their lives by injecting 
air into their veins, Persia’s equivalent of hemlock. 

It was this necessity of running away from Kajar 
women that sent the Shan to Egypt to marry Farouk’s 
elder sister Fawzia and then into Iran's northern desert to 
marry Soraya, half-German daughter of the famous desert 
tribe of Bakhtiari. 

His projected visit to the United States in May arouses 
some hope that he may find his bride in society which 
though scarce in Moslems and beset by cadgers, is free of 
Kajars.

VERY YOUNG CHILDREN shy away from strangers and 
cling to their mothers and before long their mothers try 


to get them to go to their aunts and uncles and grand- 
parents. If the children see them often they will, in time, 
go to them without too much fuss, but if their visits are 
few and far between they remain strangers and the little 


one refuses to go to them. 

There are some people who resent this in the children 
and make unpleasant remarks about it. “Funny. Mary's 
child comes right to me. The minute I get to the house her» 
arms are out. She’s such a bright child.” “Pity that he 
can't make friends, isn't it?” “You ought to try to make 
him more outgoing, Marie. If he grows up so shut in he 
won't get anywhere in this world. You have to push these 
days.” 

SUCH REMARKS do get under a mother’s skin, and if 
she is not firm in her faith in the growth of her child, she 
may try to force him into meeting people without shying 
away from them and crying. That would be too bad. The 
best way to teach children to meet friendliness with friend- 
liness is to wait until they are sure, by experience with 
friendly people, that they will be safe with them as they 
are with their mother. That takes time, sometimes a couple 
of years, but it is worth waiting for. 

This timidity in children usually passes early so that 
by the time they are ready for school, it is well under 
control. At least most of them, while cautious in meeting 
the teacher, will not back away and cry. But some do. 
Then we have some difficulty in reaching them and 

building up their faith in us. 

Experiences with the people they meet in their infancy 
have much to do with the fear or the courage with which 
children meet strangers and new situations, If these have 
been pleasant, if no crisis arose in such associations, the 
children are likely to grow more and more secure in the 
presence of the unfamiliar, people or situations. If they 
have been unhappy experiences, naturally they are likely 


painful. When they enter school 
handicap.

Much of the technical great- 
ness, of course, is lost on the 
average spectator, although 
they sense it is there. Show- 
manship must be combined 
with the technique, even 
though Ronnie admits he was 
horrified when John H. Har- 
ris, Ice Capades owner and a 
showman from showmanburg, 
first commanded him to do a 
“shoot-the-duck.” 


“A shoot-the-duck is the first 
thing any kid learns on ice,” 
Ronnie said. “You just squat 
down and stick one leg out in 
front of you and glide. Not 
like a double axle, which takes 
years to perfect. But Harris 
thought it was great. 


“I figured I would leave it 
out, but that night Harris 
showed up and glared at me 
from the wings. So I had to 
do it. And you know what? I 


got a tremendous hand!” Ron= 


nie shook his head. “It just 
goes to show you...” 


However, in the spin that cli- 
maxes his performance, Ronnie 
has a bit which combines the 
best of showmanship and the 
best of technique. 

Quite literally, he blurs be- 
fore the eyes of the spectators.

NEW YORK, March 21. 

I AM GLAD that Gov. Aver. 
ell Harriman and the Demo. 
cratic leaders in the New York 
State Legislature have called 
on the Republicans to join in 
ae the bi Metcalf- 
gg Fair Housing Practices 


This is the only major civil 
rights pr 1 before the Leg- 
isiature this year, and I am 
sufe all members of—minority 
groups and liberal citizens ger 
erally are looking to our vep- 
resentatives to extend New 
York's fine tradition of leading 
the nation in the field of civil 
rights. 

The bill would ban discrimi- 
nation in the sale of private 
homes in developments of 10 
or more, and in apartment 
house rentals. This means that 
a person's character and credit 
rating—not his religion, race, 
or national origin—would be 
the legal standard under which 
he could obtain shelter for his 
family. 

The Sharkey - Brown - Issacs 
law, already passed by New 
York City, makes these stand- 
ards applicable within the city 
limits. It is important that this 
protection be extended to the 
entire state. 

We cannot expect the 
South to take the necessary 
steps to comply with the Su- 
preme Court order on deseg- 
regation of schools if we do 
not take the one step incum- 
bent on us and get rid of 
hampering restrictions under 
which one section of our 
population is unable to live 
in decent conditions at rea- 
sonable prices.

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The New Films 


Love Idyl in the Midst of War 


IT HAS BEEN CHARGED, and probably will continue 
to be charged, that in their huge production of “A FARE- 
WELL TO ARMS,” now appearing at the ST. LOUIS THEA- 
TER, producer David Selznick, director Charles Vidor, and 
scriptwriter Ben Hecht missed the point 
of the Ernest Hemingway novel, that of 
two people gallantly in love tossed like 
helpless chips in the futile and savage 
maelstrom of war. In other words, that 
the stupidity of war overwhelms the indi- 
vidual in his finest aspirations, and there 
is no escape from it. 

There is something in .his criticism, wue. Vidor and 
Hecht have concentrated so strongly and vividly on the 
love affair between an American ambulance driver in the 
Italian army and a British nurse, that the war, instead of 
overwhelming them with its horror and terror and forcing 
their love to be a hurried, desperate, completely hopeless 
affair, is usually far in the background of their earthy and 
passionate idyl, remote and of no particular force until 
the young lieutenant’s desertion in disgust forces them 
to flee to Switzerland. The war is rather a propéllent to 
the affair. The lieutenant’s wounding in an Alpine cam- 
paign throws him into a hospital and the nurse’s arms. 
The retreat at Caporetto brings him back to her again in 
an unshaven and exhausted condition. 

But, having made the point, the picture ought to be 
considered on its own merits. And that is as a bold, force- 
ful and extremely powerful and tearingly poignant expo- 
sition of what becomes a bitterly sweet and tragic love in 
which all the fates seem remorselessly against the strug- 
giing lovers. 


VIDOR AND HECHT have forged this in broad and 
pungent strokes. Although the terribly ironic havoc of war 
isn’t made as corrodingly evident as it might be, the war 
sequences’are filmed with sweep and grandeur. The views 
of long lines of Italian soldiers toiling up the roads of the 
snow-white mountains like ants are impressive and beauti- 
tiful in CinemaSeope and De Luxe color. The bombard- 
ment by the unseen German-Austro enemy, the traumatic 
shock of explosive, is terrifyingly real. The panicky retreat 
after the disaster at Caporetto, the callous cruelty in forc- 
ing the medical people to run off. and leave the helpless 
wounded to the mercies of the German bombardment, the 
hysteria, fright and miseries of the refugees and disorgan- 


ized soldiery and some of the grim humor, the irrational 


savagery of lining up and shooting some of the retreating 
officers after drum-head courts-martials, the overwhelming 
fatigue and disillusion, are all caught in graphic muscular 
picturization. 

Mr. Vidor could not be accused of subtlety in the love 
affair, it is true. He makes it perfectly evident, almost 
by pictorial signposts, what is going on between Rock Hud- 
son as the American lieutenant and Jennifer Jones as the 
British nurse. But although the sensuality is stressed, it 
is also evident that these people are sweetly and deeply 
in love. The air of inevitable doom hangs darkly over 
them even in their most joyful moments in the bright 
frosty air of Switzerland awaiting the birth of their baby. 
The long child-birth scene in which Catherine dies after 
giving birth to a dead baby is one of the most agonizingly 
harrowing scenes I have ever witnessed on the screen. If 
you want realism, that is it. It is a question whether some 
spectators can stomach this shattering assault on the emo- 
tions. But there is a tremendous impact of the blows of 
blind tragedy on’ some brave and helpless lovers. 

The acting of Miss Jones and Mr. Hudson carries con- 
viction. The neurotic quality of Miss Jones’s characteriza- 
tion is a portent of lurking doom. ‘The fresh simplicity 
and cheerful strength of Mr. Hudson’s early work pro- 
vides an air of trust and faith which * to be so badly shat- 
tered. Vittorio DeSico gives an excellent account of Major 
Rinaldi, the ebullient surgeon finally wearied and destroyed 
by war (Major Rinaldi met his fate in a venereal disease 
in the book; here it is by a firing squad.) 


Imaginative, Beautiful—and Murky 


You can’t say that Orson Welles didn’t try with his 
picture version of Shakespeare’s “OTHELLO,” now at the 
APOLLO. Matter of fact, he tried too hard. He made 
it in ancient castles and squares of Venice, and beach towns 
of North Africa to simulate the Cyprus 
setting, and photographed it beautifully, 
sometimes stunningly in black and white. 
The opening scene, before the titles, of 
the funeral of Othello and his Desdemona 
in silhouette, while Iago is dragged high 
in his cage onto the battlements for the 
vultures to pluck, has an awesome gran- 
deur. He has translated Shakespeare into terms of a visual 
effect, and the shadowy beauty, the odd closeups and 
bizarre angles are often striking. 


But with his shaduwy photography, Mr. Welles has 
also given us a murky drama. He has ripped huge chunks 
of verse and prose dialogue in this 92-minute version, and 
both in the often muffled, unintelligible or thrown-away 
delivery of lines and bad editing, has lost clarity. Half the 
time you wouldn't, unless previously familiar with the play, 
know what was going on. The shots are choppily juxta- 
posed so as often to be confusing. Mr. Welles, who, of course 
produced and directed, couldn’t keep his camera still. It 
is always sweeping battlements and skies for effect, leaving 
the drama behind it. You have to grant him an effective 
smothering scene with Desdemona and another one in 
the farewell “loved not wisely but too well” soliloquy, and 
vaulting imagination. The film is ten times better than 
his “Macbeth” fiasco. Too bad someone didn’t bring him 
back to earth occasionally, to “the play’s the thing.” 

As the noble Moor consumed by jealousy, Mr. Welles 
has some good moments of dark passion and tearing doubt, 
but the staccato style of the picture hardly allows a 
sustained performance and he tends to rattle off his minor 
lines. Michael MacLiamoire makes an excellent, fully de- 
veloped Iago, and Suzanne Coutier a beautiful and sensi- 
tive Desdemona. The film, completed almost three years 
ago, is belatedly showing here.

Questions

DEAR DR. STEINCROREN: I 
am troubled by brittle nails. I 
have tried eating much cheese 
and drinking at least a quart of 
milk daily—but no use. Do 
you have any other sugges- 
tions? Sincerely, M.B. 


Answer: In a recent study 
published in the “Archives of 
Dermatology,’ Dr. S. Rosen- 
berg and his associates followed 
the case histories of 50 patients 
with brittle nails. Within three 
months, on taking gelatin, 43 of 
them showed improvement in 
their nail structure. If it’s all 
right with your doctor, why not 
try a small package of gelatin 
daily and see how it works out 
with you. 


DEAR DR. STEINCROHEN: I 
am interested in what doctors 
now think of the use of drugs 


like Orinase in treating dia- 
betes. Is it true that they take 
the place of insulin in all cases? 
Sincerely, Mrs. C.B. 


Answer: I have not had much 
experience with using drugs 
to take the place of insulin. 
However, there have been some 
good reports. For example, I 
have just read one condensed 
from the Canadian Medical 
Journal and written by Dr. J. B. 
McHendry and associates. Here 
are some of the points they 
make: 

Of the 100 cases studied in 
their group, 60 per cent were 
considered as successfully con- 
trolled: 40 per cent failed to 
respond adequately. 

In the ‘40-80 age group there 
is a greater chance of control 
of diabetes with Orinase. 

Orinase should not be used 
in treating diabetes that has 
begun before age 20. 


If. you are of heavy or aver- 
age build you are more likely 
to be helped by it than if you 
are thin. 

Don't use Orinase in diabetes 
which can be controlled by diet. 

In general, if you are taking 
less than 20 units of insulin a 
day, it is safe to stop insulin 
altogether and start taking 
Orinase or similar drugs. 

Last, but not least, never try 
“experimenting on yourself.” 
When you fool around with 
your blood sugar level without 
your doctor's supervision, you 
may be putting your health and 
life on the line.

Seeing Florida Fast and Furiously

CORAL GABLES, Fila., 

March 21. 
WE HAVE TRAVELED so 
far; fast and furiously these 
past few days that when we 
look back we have the impres- 
sion of peering into a many- 
colored kaleidoscope. During 
these days we have traveled 
the length of Florida again, 
from Jacksonville in the north- 
east corner to Key West. More 
than this, we have crossed the 
state again from east coast to 

west cuvast and back. 


Although the total distance 
recoricd on our speedometer 
for the week totaled only about 
1200 thiles, we had shown our 
Audubon film eight times and 
enjoyed two days of leisure 
during which we had only to 
drive from Miami to Key West. 
Like the postman who goes 
walking for his vacation, how- 
ever, we filled these two days 
fuller than any of the others. 


We seem to arrive in Day- 
tona Beach each season on 
the trail of 7500 or so motor- 
cyclists whe hold their an- 
nual regatta here. Although 
this is one of Florida’s most 
crowded resorts and has a 
beach equaled nowhere else 
in the world, I’ve an idea a 
motpreycle convention costs 
the city more in lost tourist 
business than it brings in 
and that this is one which 
the Chamber of Commerce 
— have regretted promot- 
ng. 


Now racing on the beaches 
has bcen banned, however, and 
the gathering will hereafter be 
held elsewhere. It will still 
leave a community geared to 
handle a tremendous volume of 
tourist business, as well as an 
ever-growing number of per- 
manent residents — many of 
whom are retired and have 
come to Florida to live. 


Over in the central part of 
the state is Lake Wales that is 
perhaps best known for the fa- 
mous Bok Singing Tower and 
Mountain Lake Sanctuary, 
which have some 750,000 vis- 
itors a year. Our friend Ken 
Morrison is director of the 
Sanctuary and we spent an in-

Driving from Lake Wales to 
Tampa and Clearwater, our 
next ports of call, we stopped 
for a visit at Cypress Gardens.

Because they are 
so small and are not too easy 
of access, these islands re- 
tain far more of their origi- 
nal flavor than do most re- 
sort areas of this state which 
seems to us to be going 
through an explosive expan- 
sion in both transient and 
permanent populations. Ac- 
commodations on these is- 
lands are quite limited, there 
are few diversions except 
shelling, fishing, swimming 
and bird-watching, transpor- 
tation to and from the main- 
land ends each afternoon at 
5 o'clock. Yet the shell beach- 
es are the most famous in 
America, the fishing is ex- 
cellent in season and the 
bird-life is varied and un- 
usual. 


Our hostess at Sanibel was 
Mrs. E. Ross Mayer who, with 
her family, built a winter home 
there in 1919 and so. has become 
—for all practical purposes—a 
native. The whole island is a 
bird sanctuary, with a small 
Federal Wildlife Refuge ad- 
ministered by the Fish and 
Wildlife Service. But’ on the 
beach in front of Mrs. Mayer's 
home and in the mangrove 
thickets and lagoon behind it, 
we saw many species of birds. 
These included the Wards 
Great Blue Heron, Little Blue 
and Louisiana Herons, pelicans, 
cormorants, gulls and sand- 
pipers of several varieties. A 
few miles away—out in the 


Wildlife Refuge—we added the | , 


big wood storks, white ibis, 


osprey, gallinules, 


others. Tom Wood, the refuge 


supervisor, was away doing pa- | 
trol work in his flying boat, | 


but we visited his wife in their 
lighthouse home.

The answer is different for 
bananas. A tall plant grows up, 
| produces leaves and fruit, then 
| dies down. There may be a 

dozen huge leaves, or there 
| may be only eight. In any case, 
a single bunch is produced. 


I have observed banana 
plants which produced less 
than a dozen bananas in a year. 
In general, however, a culti- 
vated plant produces at least 
50 bananas, and the number in 
a bunch may reach 150 or 
more. The food made by one 
leaf usually is enough to nour- 
ish from four to 20 bananas.
